Uniforms Sent To Vietnam 


Nearly 60 old band uniforms, 
no longer in use by the Hartnell 
College marching band, will be 
donated to a military band in 
South Vietnam. 

Lt. Col..Mel Slade, a 1935 grad- 
uate of Hartnell and now deputy 
senior adviser for the Vietna- 
mese unit, had a problem involv- 
ing funds (or the lack of them) 
and good will on behalf of Un- 
cle Sam. In writing to Salinas 
1esident John Murrin he told of 
the 30-piece band in his Vietnam- 
ese unit. “It’s a good band, a 
darn good band,” he proclaimed. 


“It’s the best military band in 
Vietnam.” 

Slade is convinced that the 
band must be used for other than 
military functions to “be asso- 
ciated with the -army and the 
government.” 

“It will win over many doubt- 
fuls. It will show the people that 
the army can do something be- 
sides fight. It will win the gov- 
ernment many new 
supporters. It will aid immeas- 
urably in getting this ruckus 
over.”

Research Biologist to Tell Findings at World Meet 


The culmination of more than 
three. years of research by Dr. 
James Wilson will be realized this 
summer when he presents a pa- 
per to the Eleventh International 
Congress .of Genetics: at The 
Hague, Netherlands. 

‘A Hartnell biological. instruc- 
toi forthe past 17 years, Dr. Wil- 
sor has been working closely with 
the Rockefeller Institute in New 
York City and, in particular, with 


Dr, E. L. Tatum, who: won the 
Nobel Prize in 1958. 

Dr. Wilson came to us in 1946 
from Iowa State and after teach- 
ing for nine years went to Stan- 
ford University for his Ph.D. 
While there he became associated 
with. Dr. Tatum and both be- 


‘came involved. in. this — 


line of ‘research. 
After his return from Stanford 
in 1957 he continued his work 


and in the summer of 1959 went 
to the Rockefeller Institute where 
he applied for a National Science 
Foundation Grant to continue his 
work at the Hartnell campus. 
Basically Dr. Wilson’s work is 
the study of how genes control 
hereditary characteristics. on the 
rmglecular Jevel. In: pursuit -of

PAT STANLEY (Sentinel Editor) : Federal dogs and 
federal fire hoses should be turned on Alabama Governor 
‘George Wallace and Mine ee a 
police chief “Bull” Connors. The 
southern Negroes have waited 
100 years for equality — they still 
cannot register to vote. The in- 
dividual states have done little 
to help. The southern white su- 
premacy trash (there are a few 
good people there, too, God bless 
them) must conform to our laws 
of the land. The Constitution is 
being violated. This lawbreaking 
should be treated just as if the 
crimes were murder (and they 
often are). The segregationists 
are criminals and must be pun- 
ished like criminals. The time 
has come—in fact, it came a 
century ago! 


JOHN VIGIL: Are those people 
, inhuman? Are they living in the 
12th century? Have they no con- 
cepts of equality? ARE THEY 
APES? Statements that have re- 
cently come out of Birmingham 
have led me to believe this. Peo- 
ple such as “Bull” Connors are 
persons who should go back to 
the second grade and learn about 
a little thing called the Constitu- 
tion. What’s the matter, “Bull,” 
can’t you stand to sit next to a 
“nigger”? Maybe he can’t stand 
“wetbacks”; maybe he can’t stand 
“wops”; maybe he can’t stand 
himself! 


NORMAN SATA: Dick Greg- 
ory recently came back to Califor- 
nia and when asked. about the 
conditions in jail, he replied: 
“They had wall to wall us.” His 
statement parallels the situation 
in Birmingham, Alabama. Peo- 
ple say the Negroes are wrong 
and that they should say what 
they have to say or do what they 
want to do in a peaceful manner. 
But they have been doing it in a 
peaceful way for 100 years. And 
now when they do need the aid 
of the Administration, they have 
been disappointed ‘miserably. Vi- 
olence is perhaps now the only 
answer to. the “Bull” Connors 
and Wallaces in the South.

JACK HORWITZ: The Negro 
situation in the South must im- 
prove. It is not a matter of state 
rights, but of human rights. The 
federal government, having the 
Constitutional responsibility of 
protecting American citizens must 
commit itself to the South. Racial 
terrorism must not replace peace- 
ful demonstrations. 


HARRY WADDELL: Birming- 
ham, Alabama, is a bad page in 
American history. I believe the 
colored people have been treated 
bad in the past. They have not 
been given equal rights ‘in this 
land of the free. But the way 
they are going about rectifying 
the wrongs done them is wrong 
and will set them back 50 years. 


PAUL JOSEPH 5S. VECKER: 
A suggestion to the Negroes of 
Jefferson County, Alabama: You 
have tried appeal to the “better 
nature” of your fellow white Ala- 
bamans, the Connorses and their 
iik, without result. It is time to

ing from them. Withdraw your 
savings from their banks. Walk 
out of their mills, warehouses, 
homes, even off their fields — 
and wait.

INJURIES FINISH 2 CAT STARS 


A string of bad luck finished up the Hartnell track and 
field season last week end at Modesto’s Northern Califor- 
nia Junior College Track and Field Championships. 
The Panthers managed a pair of fifth places and a sixth 
to finish way down in the scoring for the afternoon. 


College of Sequoia walked off 
with the top honors in the meet 
which saw the cream of 31 schools 
competing. COS marked up 75 
points, more than 10 points bet- 
ter than second place San Mateo 
and third place Foothill. Top 
mark of the meet was turned in 
by Foothill’s Les Mills who broke 
his own JC discus record with a 
throw of 187-54. 


Two Fifths And Out 

Placers for Hartnell were Al 
Smith, who picked up a fifth in 
the 440 with a clocking of 50.2, 
his worst time in several seasons, 
and Dan Morales in the two- 
mile. Both failed to earn a state 
berth by one place. 

Biggest disappointment for 
Hartnell TXF followers was the 
showing of pole vaulter Harlan 
Butler who had to drop out of 
the competition after receiving an 
ankle injury coming down from 
a height of 13 feet. The hard luck 
stickman cleared over 14 feet sev- 
eral times this year but could 
not be credited, for more than 13 
feet and a sixth place after his 
fall. The winning height of the 
meet was 13-9. 


More Bad Luck 
Another hard-luck story for the 
Fanthers was the absence of 
sprinter Dick Burdette who, after 
placing first in the 100 in the 
qualifying meet, pulled a muscle 
in the middle of the 220 (after 
moving out in front). His in- 
jury forced him out of the race 
and also ruined the Panthers’ 
hopes for a relay win. Coach Ed 
Adams substituted Butler in the 
foursome, but the Cats were out 
of the running. The usual quar- 
tet has a season best of around 
3:26. The winning time in the 

meet Saturday was 3:32.
